EPIDEMIC NOTES. 

[Translated in this Bureau from the " Veroflentlichungen des Kaiserlichen Gesundheit- 
samtes," Berlin, January 24, 1900.] 

British East Indies. — During the week ended December 16, 1899, 
the number of plague deaths throughout India again rose, being 1,384 
as against 1,686 in the preceding week. In the city of Bombay, the 
total number of cases and deaths also rose, being 1,305 and 1,552, 
respectively ; preceding week, 209 and 278. In the presidency of Bom- 
bay the plague deaths reported fell from 1,008 to 808 ; in Calcutta, from 
81 to 50 ; in the Punjaub, from 5 to 3. 

The epidemic has somewhat increased in the presidency of Madras, 
as well as in the central provinces, the plague deaths being 13 as against 
8 in the preceding week. In the city of Mysore the status is unaltered. 

Comparison of the number of deaths in Bombay during the two weeks 
in December, 1899, ended, respectively, December 12 and December 19, 
with the corresponding weeks in preceding years, gives the following :
